The present position regarding provisions relating to the grant of 
leave and pensions to High Court Judges is highly unsatisfactory . The 
Law Commission in its Fourteenth Report, paragraphs 46 and 47 , page 
86 , has opined that the present rate of pensions payable to the High 
Court Judges is inadequate and has recommended an increase. 


The present Bill seeks to remove the odious position whereby the 
authority sanctioning leave to a Judge of the High Court is the Gover 
nor , and also seeks to give effect to the recommendations of the Law 
Commission in the matter of increase of pensions of High Court Judges.

Donations and aid are received in India from foreign States and 
foreigners in foreign and Indian currency , foreign exchange , gold , silver 
and sometimes in kind. Such receipt of donations and aid is at present 
not controlled by any legislation although national interests necessitate 
that full and complete information about them should be available to 
the Government through the Reserve Bank of India. Legislation is , 
therefore, necessary to give the Central Government and to the Reserve 
Bank of India powers to have complete information as to the receipt of 
foreign donations and aid taken by Indian citizens , public or private 
institutions or companies. The provisions of this Bill have been drafted 
with a view to impose restrictions on the receipt of foreign donations 
and aid without the permission of the Central Government and the 
authority of the Reserve Bank of India .

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION

to carry out the purposes of this Act. These rules will relate mainly to 
matters of a routine or administrative nature . Moreover, the rules shall 
be subject to the scrutiny of Parliament. The delegation of legislative 
power is thus of a normal character.
